NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

FRESH   PORK   CUTS  AND   ORGANS   FORWARDED   TO    OTHER   OFFICIAL   ESTABLISH- 
MENTS PRIOR  TO  EXPORT  TO  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Referring  to  items  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  April  and 
July,  1922,  entitled  "Fresh  pork  for  Great  Britain"  and  "Fresh  pork  organs 
for  Great  Britain,"  fresh  pork  cuts  and  organs  derived  from  carcasses  which 
together  with  the  viscera  were  found  upon  post-mortem  examination  to  be  free 
from  disease  and  free  from  tuberculosis  in  any  degree,  and  which  are  to  be 
forwarded  without  bearing  modified  meat-inspection  stamps  to  another  official 
establishment  prior  to  export  to  Great  Britain,  shall  first  be  packed  in  con- 
tainers and  each  container  stenciled  or  otherwise  plainly  and  conspicuously 
marked  with  the  statement  "  Fresh  Pork  for  Great  Britain,"  "  Fresh  Pork 
Kidneys  for  Great  Britian,"  or  similar  statement.  Furthermore,  each  car  in 
which  such  product  is  forwarded  to  another  official  establishment  shall  be 
sealed  with  bureau  seals,  and  notice  shall  be  promptly  furnished  to  the  inspector 
in  charge  at  destination  in  order  to  insure  identification. 

Inspectors  will  refuse  to  issue  modified  meat-inspection  stamps  for  fresh 
pork  cuts  and  organs  which  are  not  positively  identified  as  having  been  in- 
spected, selected,  and  handled  as  prescribed  for  such  articles. 

M.  I.   FORM   134. 

The  instructions  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  January.  1917, 
regarding  the  use  of  the  M.  I.  Form  134  directs  that  "  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
inspector  at  the  receiving  establishment  the  condemned  products  became  unfit 
for  food  while  in  transit,  or  through  other  causes,  seemingly  apparent,  it 
should  be  so  stated  in  a  notation  on  the  face  of  the  report."  From  a  review  of 
M.  I.  Form  134  reports  it  appears  that  some  inspectors  have  construed  the  in- 
struction to  mean  that  they  should  express  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  con-

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derailed  product  was  unsound  at  the  time  it  was  loaded  for  shipment  at  the 
establishment  of  origin.  The  placing  of  such  a  notation  on  the  M.  I.  Form  134 
is  permissible,  but  it  is  permissible  only  when  the  facts  known  to  the  inspector 
are  such  as  clearly  to  warrant  and  support  the  opinion  expressed. 

INSIDE  WRAPPERS   ON   OLEOMARGARIN. 

In  future  the  inspection  legend  and  establishment  number  may  be  omitted 
from  plain  unprinted  wrappers  serving  as  immediate  protective  coverings  of 
oleomargarin  packed  in  small  individual  cartons  in  which  the  product  is  dis- 
pensed to  the  consumer.  However,  if  the  establishment  number  is  omitted  from 
the  carton,  the  immediate  wrapper  should  bear  both  the  inspection  legend  and 
the  establishment  number.

The  facsimile  shown  herewith  (p.  128)  represents  the  form  of  the  approved

BUREAU  ASSISTANCE  IN  PREPARING  LOCAL  MILK  ORDINANCES. 

Officers  in  charge  of  bureau  stations  sometimes  have  opportunities  to  advise 
and  assist  local  authorities  in  preparing  milk  ordinances  and  other  measures 
for  bringing  about  better  inspection  and  regulation  of  milk  supplies.  The  Dairy 
Division  is  prepared  to  give  aid  in  such  cases.  If  bureau  representatives  will 
submit  tentative  drafts  of  milk  ordinances  and  regulations  to  the  Dairy  Division, 
some  helpful  suggestions  may  result.  In  endeavoring  to  be  of  assistance  in  such 
matters,  however,  bureau  employees  should  be  careful  to  avoid  giving  any 
occasion  for  just  criticism  on  the  score  of  undue  Federal  interference  in  local 
affairs. 


USE   OF   PERSONALLY    OWNED    AUTOMOBILES   AT    OFFICIAL 

STATIONS. 


Under  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  dated  November  15,  1922,  an 
employee  can  not  under  any  circumstances  be  reimbursed  at  a  specified  rate  per 
mile  for  the  use  of  his  personally  owned  automobile  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  his  official  station,  unless  it  was  on  connection  with  necessary  official  travel 
or  trips  to  points  outside  the  limits  of  his  official  station. 

An  employee,  however,  may  be  reimbursed  for  the  actual  cost  of  gasoline  and 
oil  actually  consumed  by  him  while  using  his  automobile  for  necessary  official 
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transportation  within  the  limits  of  his  official  station,  under  due  authority." 
or,  in  emergencies  in  the  absence  of  previous  authority,  provided  he  certifies 
in  his  claim  for  reimbursement  .that  the  quantity  of  gasoline  and  oil  used  was 
determined  by  actual  measurement,  naming  the  points  driven  to.  mileage  made. 
and,  in  cases  of  emergency,  the  necessity  for  using  it. 


AMENDMENTS   TO    FISCAL   REGULATIONS. 

REIMBURSEMENT   FOR    LOST    OR    DAMAGED    PROPERTY. 

By  Memorandum  405  of  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  November  7. 
1922,  paragraph  59  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

59.  Reimbursement  for  lost  or  damaged  property— -Every  claim  for  reim- 
bursement under  the  act  of  March  4,  1918.  for  loss,  damage,  or  destruction  of 
horses,  vehicles,  or  other  equipment  while  being  used  for  necessary  fire-fighting, 
trail,  or  official  work,  must  be  vonchered  separately  and  transmitted  directly 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  consideration  and  approval.  Each  claim 
submitted  under  this  paragraph  must  be  accompanied  by  a  detailed  statement 
setting  forth  the  following  information :

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Reimbursement  for  loss,  damage,  or  destruction  can  not  be  made  for  property 
owned  by  Government  officers  or  employees  unless  there  is  a  bona  fide  contract 
of  hire  between  the  owner  and  another  officer  or  employee  of  the  department, 
nor  can  reimbursement  be  made  unless  it  appears  that  the  property  was  actually 
in  use  at  the  time  of  loss,  damage,  or  destruction,  or  as  an  incident  to  such  use, 
and  that  the  same  occurred  as  a  result  of  unusual  stress  or  accident  which  may 
reasonably  be  expected  to  cause  damage  to  any  property  of  a  class  similar  to 
that  upon  which  the  claim  is  based. 

TRAVELING   EXPENSES. 

By  Memorandum  406  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  November  7. 
1922,  paragraph  32,  section  (/?),  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  is  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

"32.  Actual  traveling  expenses. 

"  (//)  Customary  charges  for  subsistence,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph 
32  (?-),  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  $5  for  any  one  day.  These  charges  will 
include  all  expenses  incurred  for  meals,  lodging,  bath,  personal  use  of  room  at 
hotel  during  the  daytime,  waiter  fees  not  exceeding  30  cents  in  any  one  day; 
laundry,  cleaning  and  pressing  of  clothes,  not  exceeding  an  aggregate  of  $2.80 
per  week  (for  fractional  parts  of  a  week  a  proportionate  amount  will  be  al- 
lowed), to  be  distributable  against  the  daily  subsistence  allowance  for  the  days 
of  the  weekly  periods,  provided  subsistence  expenses  including  laundry  charges 
do  not  exceed  $5  on  any  one  day  ;  telegrams  to  hotels  reserving  accommodations, 
to  be  included  in  subsistence  expenses  for  the  initial  date  of  the  period  for 
which  the  accommodations  are  occupied ;  street-car  and  other  fares  between 
place  of  lodging  or  where  meals  are  taken  and  place  of  duty,  and  all  other  sub- 
sistence expenses.  A  charge  for  lodging  at  a  hotel  and  a  charge  for  sleeping 
berth  for  the  same  night  will  be  allowed  only  when  accompanied  by  a  definite 
statement  of  necessity.  Receipts  for  laundry  and  for  cleaning  and  pressing  of 
clothing  must  be  submitted  or  a  statement  filed  with  reimbursement  account 
showing  that  to  obtain  them  was  impracticable.  Charges  for  laundry  at  official 
headquarters  at  the  termination  of  a  trip  will  not  be  allowed :  Provided,  That 
because  of  State  laws  reimbursement  for  the  payment  of  waiter  fees  will  not  be 
allowed  in  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  or  Tennessee." 

Memorandum  408  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  November  14,  1922. 
reads  as  follows : 

"  The  South  Carolina  antitipping  law  having  been  repealed  on  March  3.  1922, 
paragraphs  32  (c)  and  32  (f)  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  department  are 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  South  Carolina." 


EXTRACTS  FROM  ACTS  PASSED  BY  SIXTY-SEVENTH   CONGRESS, 

SECOND  SESSION. 

In  Memorandum  386  (supplemental)  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated 
November  2,  1922,  attention  is  called  to  the  following  provisions  of  acts  passed 
by  the  Sixty-seventh  Congress,  second  session,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  de- 
partment employees : 

Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  compensation  for  employees 
of  the  United  States  suffering  injuries  ivJiile  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  amd  for  other  jyurposes,"  approved'  September  ?'.  1916,  approved  June 
13,  1922,  public,  No.  2Jfl. 

That  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  compensation  for  employees  of  the 
United  States  suffering  injuries  while  :*n  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
for  other  purposes,"'  approved  September  7.  1916,  be  amended  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  20.  That  all  original  claims  for  compensation  for  disability  shall  be 
made  within  sixty  days  after  the  injury.  All  or'ginal  claims  for  compensation 
for  death  shall  be  made  within  one  year  after  the  death.  For  any  reasonable 
cause  shown  the  commission  may  allow  original  claims  for  compensation  for 
disability  to  be  made  at  any  time  within  one  year.  If  the  disability  or  death 
was  the  result  of  an  injury  sustained  during  the  period  of  the  Great  War,  and 
arising  out  of  conditions  due  to  the  war,  the  commission  may  for  any  reason- 
able cause  shown  allow  original  claims  of  civilian  employees  of  the  Expedi- 
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tionary  Forces  of  the  United  States  serving  outside  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States  to  be  made  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this 
act." 

Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  retirement  of  employees  in  the 
classified  civil  service,  and  for  other  purposes"  approved  May  22,  1920,  ap- 
proved June  11,  1922,  public  No.  243. 

That  section  2  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  retirement  of  employees  in 
the  classified  civil  service,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  May  22,  1920,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  seventh  paragraph  the  following : 

"  Class  G  shall  include  charwomen,  laborers,  and  other  employees,  whether 
classified  or  unclassified,  who  are  employed  on  a  regular  annual  basis  and 
whose  basic  salary,  pay,  or  compensation  is  at  a  rate  less  than  $600  per  annum. 
The  annuity  to  any  retired  employee  shall  be  determined  according  to  the 
method  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  schedules,  except  that  no  annuity  shall 
hereafter  be  granted  to  exceed  the  per  centum  nor  the  maximum  provided  for 
the  respective  periods  of  service.  It  is  provided  that  this  class  of  employees 
shall  otherwise  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May  22,  1920." 

Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  retirement  of  employees  in  the 
classified  civil  service,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  May  22,  1920,  ap- 
proved September  22,  1922,  public  No.  363. 

That  the  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  retirement  of  employees  in  the  classified 
civil  service,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  May  22,  1920,  is  hereby  amended 
as  follows: 

That  any  employee  fifty-five  years  of  age  or  over  to  whom  the  act  of  May  22. 
1920,  applies,  who  shall  have  served  for  a  total  period  of  not  less  than  fifteen 
years,  and  who  before  reaching  the  retirement  age  as  fixed  in  section  1  of  said 
act  shall  become  involuntarily  separated  from  the  service,  unless  removed  for 
cause  on  charges  of  misconduct  or  delinquency  preferred  against  him,  shall  be 
granted  an  annuity  certificate  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  7  of  said  act. 
which  will  entitle  said  employee,  upon  reaching  retirement  age,  to  an  annuity 
as  provided  in  section  2  thereof,  equal  to  the  annuity  he  would  have  received 
upon  such  separation  from  the  service  had  he  been  of  full  retirement  age : 
Provided,  That  the  deductions  made  under  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  said 
act  of  May  22.  1920,  from  such  employee's  salary,  pay.  or  compensation  prior 
to  separation  from  the  service  shall  remain  in  the  "  civil  service  retirement  and 
disability  fund,"  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  11  of  said  act  govern  ng 
the  return  of  deductions  in  the  case  of  a  deceased  annuitant  or  employee. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  employee  coming  within  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  this 
act  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  for  an  immediate  annuity  in  lieu  of  deferred 
annuity  at  the  age  of  retirement ;  and  if  otherwise  entitled,  such  immediate 
annuity  shall  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

If  the  employee  is  eligible  for  retirement  upon  reaching  the  age  of  seventy 
years,  his  immediate  annuity  is  to  be  found  by  multiplying  the  annuity  which 
he  would  receive  were  he  then  seventy  years  of  age  by  the  decimal  0.951945 
raised  to  a  power  the  exponent  of  which  is  the  number  of  years  his  age  at  such 
separation  from  the  service  is  less  than  seventy  years. 

For  mechanics,  city  and  rural  letter  carriers,  and  post-office  clerks,  who  are 
eligible  for  retirement  at  sixty-five  years  of  age,  the  immediate  annuity  is 
found  by  deducting  47/900  of  the  annuity  he  would  receive  were  he  then  sixty- 
five  years  of  age  for  each  year  his  age  at  such  separation  is  less  than  sixty- 
five  years. 

For  railway  postal  clerks,  who  are  eligible  for  retirement  at  sixty-two  years 
of  age,  the  immediate  annuity  is  to  be  found  by  deducting  47/630  of  the  annuity 
he  would  receive  were  he  then  sixty-two  years  of  age  for  each  year  his  age  at 
separation  is  less  than  sixty-two  years. 

For  the  purpose  of  computing  annuities  as  provided  in  this  section  fractional 
parts  of  a  year  in  respect  to  the  age  of  the  applicant  shall  be  disregarded. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  case  such  former  employee  be  reemployed  by  the  Government 
in  a  position  affected  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May  22.  1920.  the  annuity 
certificate  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  canceled  and  all 
rights  and  benefits  under  this  act  shall  terminate  from  and  after  the  date  of 
such  reemployment. 
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Sec  4.  That  this  act  shall  include  former  employees  coming  within  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  May  22,  1920,  who  have  been  separated  from  the  service 
subsequent  to  August  20,  1920,  under  the  conditions  denned  in  section  1  hereof : 
Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  an  employee  who  has  withdrawn  from  the  "  civil- 
service  retirement  and  disability  fund  "  his  deductions  under  the  provisions  of 
section  11  of  the  act  of  May  22,  1920,  such  employee  shall  be  required  to  return 
the  amount  so  withdrawn  with  interest  compounded  at  the  rate  of  4  per  centum 
per  annum  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act. 

Sec  5.  That  any  employee  otherwise  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  act  of 
May  22,  1920,  who,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  has  been  continued  in  the 
service  without  the  approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  provided  in 
section  6  thereof,  or  who  has  been  reemployed  in  the  civil  service  subsequent 
to  retirement,  shall  be  entitled  to  credit  for  such  subsequent  service  and  to 
receive  salary,  pay,  or  compensation  therefor  at  the  regular  rates,  but  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  annuity  covering  the  same  time ;  and  this  act  shall  operate  as  a 
direction  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  to  remove  suspension  of  annuity  in 
all  such  cases,  and  shall  be  warrant  for  the  proper  fiscal  officer  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  make  payment  or  adjustment  of  salary,  pay,  or  compensation  earned 
by  such  employee. 

Sec  6.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  modify  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 5  of  the  act  of  May  22.  1920. 


SHIPMENTS  BY  MOTOR  TRANSPORTATION. 

The  attention  of  the  field  forces  of  the  bureau  is  called  to  Bulletin  IT  of  the 
Chief  Coordinator,  which  is  set  forth  below,  and  they  are  directed  to  cooperate 
as  indicated,  so  far  as  possible.

Bulletin  No.  17. 

To  the  Heads  of  Departments  and  Establishments: 

1.  Circular  No.  35,  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  dated  September  23,  1921,  contem- 
plated that  Government  departments  and  establishments  in  temporary  need  of 
motor  transportation  should  call  upon  the  area  coordinators,  who  would  make 
every  effort  to  secure  Government-owned  vehicles  to  meet  their  requirements. 

2.  In  general  this  has  been  the  case,  but  to  prevent  misunderstanding  it  is 
deemed  advisable  that  the  heads  of  all  departments  notify  their  various  agen- 
cies that  no  commercial  vehicles  should  be  hired  until  the  area  coordinator  has 
been  applied  to  and  has  advised  them  that  their  requirements  can  not  be 
supplied  by  Government-owned  vehicles. 

3.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  (2)  above  should  be  adhered  to  except  in  the 
following  cases : 

(a)  In  an  emergency  where  there  is  insufficient  time  to  communicate  with 
the  coordinator. 

(b)  Where  the  fact  has  been  established  and  it  is  definitely  known  by  the 
department  desiring  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  that  none  are  available  from 
another  branch  of  the  Government,  either  at  point  where  needed  or  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  point  of  delivery. 

4.  When  a  governmental  agency  contemplates  making  a  shipment  by  motor 
transportation  from  one  city  to  another,  and  there  is  no  Government-owned 
motor  transportation  available  at  the  point  of  shipment,  it  is  frequently  pos- 
sible that  Government-owned  motor  vehicles  may  be  obtained  at  destination 
and  brought  to  the  point  where  needed. 

For  example :  A  governmental  agency  at  Philadelphia  desires  to  make  a 
shipment  by  motor  trucks  to  Washington.  Upon  investigation  the  area  co- 
ordinator at  Philadelphia  finds  that  there  is  insufficient  Government-owned 
motor  transportation  available  in  that  city  to  accomplish  the  purpose.  He  com- 
municates this  fact  to  the  coordinator,  District  of  Columbia,  who  ascertains 
that  the  required  transportation  is  available  in  or  near  Washington  and  ar- 
ranges to  have  the  necessary  number  of  vehicles  report  to  the  area  coordinator 
at  Philadelphia.  At  the  same  time  he  notifies  the  coordinator  for  traffic  of 
the  movement  in  order  that  the  latter  may.  if  possible,  provide  cargoes  for 
transportation  from  Washington  to  Philadelphia,  thereby  utilizing  the  motor 
equipment  to  its  full  effectiveness  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  employed  by 
commercial  trucking  companies.
